One day this week I read 
a 
wire story in my own paper about 
El,! (Bojangles) Robinson 
being 


ill in a New York hospital. 


The old negro tap-dancer now is 


71, and his heart isn't what it 
used to be. But he has something 
that no mere physical infirmity 
can take away — a great name, 
a story of achievement for 
his 
race that helps, instead of hurt- 
ing, 
the reputation of our Ameri- 
can democracy. 


Robinson was honored with 
a 
city-wide celebration in New York 
in 1946 for having been in show 
business 60 years. His fame had 
spread from the legitimate stage 


ii to the movies when he made a hit 
1 with Shirley Temple in a staircase 
dance number. 


I was in the Cotton ilub, New 
York one night in the Spring of 
1939 when Cab Galloway 
intro- 
duied Bill Robinson. It was Bill's 
61st birthday, and he made a little 
speech. The place was full 
of 


boutherners, and the great negro 
entertainer gave a toast to 
the 
land of his birth — the South. And 
he said something else. He said: 


."America has been good to me 
Mail of my life. And all my life I 
wnavc tried to do something good 
lor her. I am proud to say that 
in all my years in show business 
I have never told a story 
my 


wife couldn't hear — and 
she's 
sitting right hero tonight, just as 
she .always does when I'm giving 
a performance." 


They gave Robinson an ovation 
that night in the Cotton club. 


I may not have his memory- 
quoted words down exactly, 
but 


they are words that convey the 
ettect he made on his audience —

Seventeen men, representing six 
southwest Arkansas counties, met 
m the Hotel Barlow last night to 
discuss plans for the 1950 Livestock 


>'iv pw. There was considerable dis- 
c ision as to ways and means of 
increasing attendance, at the shows, 
as well as increasing the number 
of exhibitors, with a commercial 
cattle exhibit receiving much at- 
tention. 


Action by the Board was taken 


to eliminate open competition in 
the hog division and concentrate 
on a junior hog show. Action was 
also taken to eliminate 
a 
gate 
charge and have a free fair next 
year. Exact show dates were not 
established, but it is felt that the 


i time of showing will be shortened 
to four days for all 
exhibitors, 
lhe fair will be held during the 
week prior to the holding of the 
state fair. 


The board established an execu- 
tive committee to carry out 
the 


work of the Association, composed 
of Glen Wallace, Bob McClure, Lyle 
Brown and Charles A. Armitago. 
Several ideas were discussed as 
to types of entertainment to 
be 
held in conjunction with the show, 
with the thought of contracting for 
shows and rodeos and have all 
concession booths operated by in- 
terested civic organizations in the 
district. 


Lyle Brown was appointed over- 


all entertainment chairman. The 
board charged the executive com- 
mittee with seeing that all con- 
cessions held during fair week be 
let out on contract, with a uni- 
form rate of charge for all con- 
cessions, regardless of the organi- 
zation renting such 
concession. 
The board went on record as fa- 
voring rodeo entertainment during 
considerable of the board's 
time 
the fair week. 


The building program received

U. S. Foreign 
Policy Vital 
Thing Today 


—Oren Harris 


Speaking'oh the subject of "Our 
National Stake in 
Foreign 
Po- 
licies", Congressman Oren Harris 
told Hope Rotary club today that 


m complete contrast to the early 
stages of our country our national 
interest in 
foreign 
relationship 
means everything to our future." 


In comparing the problems at 
different stages in our 
history 


and the necessity of 
courageous 
and practical approach to 
inter- 
national problems today, he em- 
phasized that our aim in develop- 
ing and promoting foreign policy 
is to bring about world peace and 
our own security. 
,. The basis of his discussion was 
,ne ettect of our own future well 
being in carrying out the various 
commitments in foreign relations, 
Explaining the history and 
the 


Background of the various 
pro- 
grams to which we are commit- 
TO and the decisions lo undertake 
he calculated risks involved, he 
stated that these far-reaching steps 
nevitably affect our own country 
and domestic programs. They are 
all now so inter-related that we 
must consider them together. 


"Peace being our primary stake 


>ur government has the elemen- 
tary task of promoting programs 
that will live national security. 


''The p;>radox existing because 
o IcontrasliiiK views between our 
nation and Russia has made our 
efforts toward peace and recovery 
much more difficult." 


This paradox, he explained, 
is 


that we approach the future on the 
Pi'iciples of our faith in the worth 
of the individual, the preserva- 
tion of our way of life and the 
stimulation of private effort is a 
most important factor in political 
economy and social purposes and 
Russia's approach being in direct 
contrast is toward the Stale over 
the individual and the promotion 
of their communist and totalitarian 
way. 
This paradox has resuled in 


the various programs on a positive 
and affirmative approach to pre- 
vent control, communist 
agres- 
sion and subjugation of all Western 
Lurope and the Middle East. 


In a warning as to the 
effect 
and impact on our own economy 
and political life, he said, we must 
recognize that we are now in a 
stage of transition from immediate 
short-term problems following the 
'var to a new state of affairs. 


'We arc KoiiiK through a period 
oi political ami economic evolution 
as lar-rcaching as any experienced 
in our history." 


''This Congress has tried to meet 
inesu conditions und has had the 
t;isk of trying to determine what 
is best, how far wi; can go and 
\vllat we should refuse though the 
greatest demands of far-reaching 
consequence we're made of it. 
"The question we- arc called up- 
on to resolve is how we 
may 


provide and carry out a program 
of security without destroying our 
economic principles and freedoms 
We enjoy." 


"Out of ail these complex rela- 


tions this session of Congress has 
passed on questions affecting ev- 
ery phase ol our economy and leg- 
islation bencfitting more people, 
more lives and businesses than 
any other Congress in all of our 
history.''

Senators See 
Reduction in 
Excise Tax 


Washington Nov. 17 
(/P) —Two 
senators said today they 
expect 


congress to knock out at least part 
of the wartime excise taxes early 
next year. 


Both lawmakers, Senators Wi- 


ley (R-Wis) and Edwin C. Johnson 
(D-Colo), called them "nuisance 
taxes," The excises are 
federal 


levies upon cosmetics furs, jewel- 
ry luggage, theater tickets 
and 
travel fares. 


"I'm 
sure the senate will pass 
my bill eliminating part of these 
nuisance taxes if it ever gets a 
chance to vote" Johnson told a re- 
porter. "And I'm pretty 
certain 


that congressional leaders will sec 
that both the senate and house get 
that chance." 


Wiley said in a statement he was 


to insist 
that 
congress 
pass 
cither the Johnson bill or one 
of 
his own. 


"Congress gave its solemn word 


that these taxes would last only so 
long as the national emergency ex- 
isted," Wiley

adequate radar warning 
system, 


and 
bomb-proof 
shelters.

would help keep clown casualties. 
To minimize destruction the re- 


port suggests dispersing 
govern- 


ment buildings within the city and 
i.'.s outskirts. It advises spreading 
departments at least two miles 
apart. 


These estimates are based on the 


assumption that the old-type bomb," I 
similar to those dropped on Ja- 
oan during the war, would be used.
